TAFF VALE.—The Taff Vale rallway
company purpose during the forthcom-
ing parllamentary sesion to promote a
bill for very important exfensions of
thelr undertaking. They desire to con-
tinue their Pontshonorton near Ponty-
pridd northward, so as to form a junc-
tion with their Liancalach branch. They
will also extend it southward in order
to effect a Junction with the Pontypridd,
Caerphilly and Newport line. This will
be a rallway running around the
Eglwysilan mountain, upon which the
Pontypridd common is situate, and ex-
tending from Lilancaiach to Cilfynydd,
und around the elbow into the Taff val-
ley mnear Clyntaff cemeter;. This will
afford passenger accommodation from
Nelson and Llancalach and also from
Cilfynydd and the Glyntaff districts,
and will enable pasengers to get a short
and prompt access to Pontypridd. The
want of pas¢nger service from Nelson
to Cilfynydd and Pontypridd, as well
as the lack of any acommodation from
Cllfynydd to the metropolis of the val-
leys has been urgently pressed upon the
Taft Vale company, and the directors
are anxious to meet the want. The
scheme wil also afford dunlicate ac-
commodation for mineral trafic from
the Dowlars pits at Aberdare junction,
thus relleving the main Hne.

PONTYPRIDDSTATION —The great
pressure of trafie at Pontypridd makes
it the Intention of the company to exer-
olge powers they already possess for
the laying of two additional lines of
rallway through the Pontypridd station,
which course will involve the enlarge-
ment of the present premises. The new
bl would confer upon the company
powers to acquire additlonal lands in
the parish of Whitchurch for the ex-
tension of thelr slding accommodation
ndjacent to the Roath branch.

Girent Novelist,

The “Journal des Debats,” of Novem-
ber, has the folowing to say of Wales
and her great novellst: “One knows
merely that there exists a Welsh litera-
ture of singularly original and profound
character, more preoceupled, perhaps,
than any other in Axing in Its notations

of an almast religious rincerity the
most changing asnects of the modern
mind. It is a small country, the land of
Wales, at first sight wild and rough—
‘Wild Wales' as the English call ..
But how hoshitable when one péne-
trates it! Above all, how much vital-
ity! What admiration of all the noble
forms of life one finds there! In no
part of the world will one find a cuiture
&t once stronger and {reer, or amongst
the masses an originality more daring.
Not a Liberal reform has been accom-
plished in England in the course of this
century of which the Welsh have not
at the commencement set the example
by realizing it at home by thelr personal 1
resources and their own activity., A
democratic sentiment, powerful * and
wise on the whole, animates the con- |
sclence of this robust little nation. And
it is also this snirit which impregnates |
the whole of their literature, and which |
has found in the late Daniel Owen, ac-
cording to the opinlon of competent
Judges, Ita most faithful, perspicacious
and eloguent Interpreter. It is not that
the quantity of works of this Welsh
novellst was large; he would make but
a poor figure by the side of the enor-
mous bdlle of the ‘Rougon-Macquart,” !
although, be it sald In nassing, the
works which he composed have been
propogated, as those of M. Zola, to some |
thousands and thousands of copies. The |
spirit of the whole nation is embodied |
in the work of Danlel Owen in one
powerful abridgement; it Is only to be
seen to be recognized. What higher
praise of any writer do you know 1t?
No one more than Danlel Owen has been
a prophet In his own country. As soon
a8 you put your foot in Wales, In every
house the same recommendation was
expressed: ‘He sure not to leave with-
out having visited Daniel Owen. our
great novellst." Long before Tolsti had
preached the regeneration of mankina
by manual labor Daniel Owen had up-
plied the method on his own acocunt,
without dolng =0, it Is true, in theory,
and simnly becnuse it assured the dig-
nity of his life, the nen having always
gseemed to him an instrument of beauty,
and not of lucre. Not one of the least
singularities of this remarkable man
was the absence of all literary pose, Tt
nad not oceurred to him to apen to his
reputaion a field more vast; If he had
